Volla's figures indicated ex- 
peeled increases in enrollment 
in elementary schools to 344,- 
000 by 1961 an increase of 
41,000; junior high increase to 
125,000   up 35,000; high

school jump to 05000 -up 11,- 
000; and junior college hike to 
25000--an Increase of 6000
